FORMAL APPLICATION IS MADE 


By J. M Ickei, of Newark, Who Wants the 


Line B«Ht Alon£ the Caul Bank to 


This Place. 


The first move looking to the build- 


ing of the proposed Newark 
& Co- 


shoctoB Electric railway has been 
made. A press dispatch from Newark 
says: 


"Mr. J. M. Ickes, of this place, has 


made application for tbe right of way 
along the canal bank for an electric 
railway between Newark and .Coshoc- 
ton. The towns through 'which the 
proposed road will pass are Hanover, 
Nashport, Fraze'ysburg, Trinway, Ad- 
ams Mills and Franklin. At Nash- 
port the road will, separate and a 
branch will pass through Irville, con- 
necting with Zanesville. -While the 
proposed road will parallel both the 
Pan Handle and the Balti more & Ohio 
it will'also open up virgin territory, 
which as yet has no steel communi- 
cation with the outside world. 
The 


fare will be two cents u mile." 


The road will only be built a part 


of the way along the canal, but much 
of that grant must be secured to in- 
sure the success of the project. 


COMING THIS WAY 


Northern Electric System Granted a Fran 


chise In New Philadelphia. 


The Tiiscarawas county^ commis- 


sioners have granted a franchise to L. 
A. Loichot, J.H. Kenny, C. A. Daugh- 
erty, 1. H. Taylor, H. B. Stewart and 
M. F. Powers for an electric rail- 
way from Canton to New Philadel- 
phia. It will pass through Zoar and 
Dover, and will eventually be extend- 
ed to Coshocton. 


The line is a link of the system that 


will be built to connect Cleveland and 
Cincinnati. Much of the distance in 
alread covered and the various roads 
are in operation. 


The promoters of the line are siven 


until April 10 to deposit $500 as a 
guarantee of good faith and accept- 
ance of the terms of the franchise, 
after which they are required to enter 
into bond in the sum of $5000 within 
90 days for the completion of the road 
within 15 months. 


Judge Taylor, whose name appears 


as a member of company, was on the 
beach during the trial of Mrs. George 
at Canton two years ago, and H. B. 
Stewart, his son-in-law and now his 
law partner, is well known to Coshoc- 
ton people. He was formerly general 
passenger and ticket agent of the 
Cleveland, Canton and Southern.

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Berlin, March 20.—In the course of 


the debate in the reichatmg on the 
third reading of the budget, replying to 
Prince Bismarck's criticism of Count 
you Buelow's recent speech, that the 
chancellor insisted too much on Ger- 
many's interests in Manchuria and' 
that Germany's interests would have 
suffered even -i Kia Chou had not" been 
leased. Count Von Buelow said Ger- 
many had the greatest interest in pre- 
venting friction between the powers 
now negotiating in China.' In the fur- 
ther course of his speech the chancel- 
lor said: "I have left no room for the 
slightest doubt that no German political 
interests exist in Manchuria, but at 
the same time I have stated it must 
naturally be our desire that China 
shall not too seriously diminish, her 
capacity for satisfying the just claims 
of the powers for compensation. This 
fs not misunderstood in any quarter." 
- As bearing upon the nature of Count 
Von Waldersee's relations to the mu- 
tually hostile attitude of the Russian 
and British troops at Tien Tsin, the 
semi-official Berliner Post publishes 
the following inspired communique: 


"The expression 'intervene* might 


cause a misunderstanding; but, as a 
possibility of serious collision existed 
which would have inspired the Chinese 
with an undesirable idea as to the 
^unity of the powers, Count Von Wal- 
dersee mediated. He -insisted, in the 
first place, that the litigious parties 
should withdraw their troops from the 
contested ground. Count Von Walder- 
see's action, however, was merely dic- 
tated by military reasons, and under- 
taken in a military sense to prevent an 
exhibition _of discreditable discord; 
and it has nothing whatever to do with 
the settlement of the disputed ques- 
tion, which lies outside of Count Von 
Waldersee's sphere of competence."

However, the 
Russian amendments do not seem to 
modify sensibly the character of the 
convention as creating a permanent 
protectorate.

Louisville, March 20.—A bloody trag- 


edy occurred in a remote section of 
Ohio county as the outcome of a mar- 
riage between the Miller and Davis 
families. Since the marriage recently 
there has been bad blood between the 
male members of the families. It is 
alleged the Davis boys went to the 
Miller farm to have it. out with the 
Miller boys. The Miller boys were not 
at home, but when their father learned 
what was wanted it is said he snatch- 
ed a gun fpom one.of the Davis boys. 
Cappie Davis emptied a double load of 
buckshot -into Miller's body, killing 
him instantly. Davis has surrendered. 
He pleads self-defense.

many's interests in Manchuria and 
that Germany's interests would have 
suffered even -«. Kia Chou had not been 
leased, Count Von Buelow said Ger- 
many had the greatest interest in pre- 
venting friction between the powers 
now negotiating in China. In the fur- 
ther course of his speech the chancel- 
lor said: "I have left no room for the 
slightest doubt that no German political 
interests exist in Manchuria, bat at 
the same time I have stated it must 
naturally be our desire that China 
shall not too seriously diminish her 
capacity for satisfying the just claims 
of the powers foi- compensation. This 
is not misunderstood in any quarter." 
-- As bearing upon the nature of Count 
Von Waldersee's relations to the mu- 
tually hostile attitude of the Russian 
and British troops at Tien Tsin, the 
semi-official Berliner Post publishes 
the following inspired communique: 


"The expression 'intervene' might 


cause a misunderstanding; but, as a 
possibility of serious collision existed 
which would have inspired the Chinese 
with an undesirable idea as to the 
unity of the powers, Count Von Wal- 
dersee mediated. He insisted, in the 
first place, that the litigious parties 
should withdraw their troops from the 
contested ground. Count Von Walder- 
see's action, however, was merely dic- 
tated by military reasons, and under- 
taken in a military sense to prevent an 
exhibition of discreditable discord; 
and it has nothing whatever to do with 
the settlement of the disputed ques- 
tion, which lies outside of Count Von 
Waldersee's sphere of competence." 


Russia Not to Be Bluffed. 


St. Petersburg, March 20.—In reply 


to a question a competent official said: 
•'It is not true that Russia has yielded 
to the representations of any of the 
powers and modified her demands re- 
specting Manchuria, because no repre- 
sentations have been made. Every 
tentative attempt to address the Rus- 
sian government on the subiect of our 
pour parlers with China has been cate-

Russia's Modification. 


Pc::i';7, March 20.—Prince Ching 


confirmed the infoimation as to Rus- 
sia's moaili cations of the Manchurian 
convention. The Chinese minister at 
St Petersburg officially reports that 
Russia has agreed to eliminate the 
clause granting her exclusive privi- 
leges in Mongolia and Turkestan, and 
also to modify various other clauses 
objected to by China. However, the 
Russian amendments do not seem to 
modify sensibly the character of the 
convention as creating a permanent 
protectorate.
